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Number 
beating 
cancer is 
on rise 

THE number of patients 
beating cancer in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire is 
rising - and the best area for 
survival rates is the Dudley 
area, with a rate of 67 per 
cent. 

But according to experts, 
too many people are still not 
getting diagnosed quickly 
enough. 

Since 1996, cancer sur¬ 
vival rates across the region 
have jumped by more than 
six per cent. In 2009, 62 per 
cent of patients survived the 
disease. 

After Dudley, Walsall’s 
survival rate was 65.9 per 
cent. 

In South Staffordshire the 
survival rate was 66.4 per 
cent and it was 66.6 per cent 
in Wolverhampton. 

Dr Steve Cartwright, 
medical director for the 
Black Country Cluster of 
Primary Care Trusts, said 
cancer care in the region was 
as good as other parts of the 
country and that improving 
survival rates was a priority. 

He added: “Too many 
patients are not getting 
diagnosed quickly enough. 

“Encouraging people with 
symptoms to seek medical 
advice earlier is crucial to 
improving survival rates. 

“Quicker diagnosis means 
patients can begin treat¬ 
ment when their cancer is at 
a less advanced stage and 
that can make all the differ¬ 
ence.” 

Chicago's

Chicago’s is returning to 
Stourbridge with a new 
venue next year. 

Bosses are investing 
£500,000 in the venture and 
say the new bar in Ryemar- 
ket will create 30 jobs when 
it opens before Easter. 

The last Chicago Rock 
Cafe in the town centre 
closed in 2010. Atmosphere 
Bars and Clubs, which 
bought some of the Chicago 
Rock Cafe sites will take 
over the unit currently home 
to the Que Pasa restaurant. 


ACTION VOW ON 
BLACKSP0T ROAD 


COUNCIL chiefs have vowed to take action 
on a “deathtrap” road in Stourbridge after a 
spate of crashes in which cars have spun off 
the carriageway. 

Drivers are calling for Oldnall Road, Wollescote, to be 
relaid amid fears that someone could be seriously hurt or 
even killed. 

Motorists say it is difficult to control cars on the road as 


the surface is “treacherous”, 
even at a low speed. 

One local resident Sean 
Windsor, aged 43, was 
involved in a smash there - 
and he says he has seen more 
than 20 incidents in the last 
two months. 

And on December 10 an 
18-year-old woman driving a 
Renault Clio lost control 
there, rolled over and into a 
field. 

Mr Windsor, a builder, 
says action needs to be taken 
“before someone is killed”. 

Danger 

Dudley Council bosses 
said they were aware of 
problems at the site and 
were looking into what mea¬ 
sures could be taken. 

Most of the crashes have 
happened at a bend in the 
road just after the junction 
with Foxcote Lane. 

Mr Windsor, a father of 
three, of the Queensway, 
Wollescote, said an anti-skid 
surface should be laid by 
Dudley Council. 

He said: “I was driving 
over the brow of the hill 
when I saw a parked car with 
its hazard lights on. 

“I was only doing 30mph 
and there was no danger but

as I went to steer round the 
bend I just lost control and 
spun off the road on to the 
pavement. 

“The driver in the parked 
car ran over to help me and 
it turned out the exact same 
thing had just happened to 
him. 

“Since then I am aware of 
at least 20 accidents in the 
same location. 

“It seems so obvious that 
something needs to be done, 
and it has become a bit of an 
issue for me now. 

“It’s a complete death¬ 
trap.” 

Councillor Patrick 

Harley, cabinet member for 
transportation, said: “The 
issue has been brought to 
our attention and we are 
currently investigating it, 
which will involve carrying 
out tests on the highway. 

“Meanwhile on a general 
note, we would remind 
motorists to drive with extra 
care in the current cold and 
wintry conditions.”

AN inventor is hoping his 
replica of the legendary loco¬ 
motive the Stourbridge 
Lion, will feature in the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee 
celebrations in London next 
year. 

Robert Merlyn Farwell 
has made a scaled-down ver¬ 
sion of the locomotive, the 
first to run in America. 

The original was built at 
the town’s Foster and Ras- 
trick works in 1828. 

Mr Farwell, aged 65, spent 
three weeks making his 
replica, and he has applied to 
take part in a parade of more 
than 1,000 boats on the 
Thames for the jubilee on 
June 3. 

Mr Farwell, whose work¬ 
shop is in Parkfield Road, 
Stourbridge, wants to take 
the Lion on a boat. 

He said: “It would be a 
great way to promote the 
skills and industry of this 
region and it would increase 
the profile of the Stour¬ 
bridge Lion, which a lot of 
people are unaware of. Get¬ 
ting a boat shouldn’t be a 
problem, so I’m just hoping I 
get permission from the 
authorities.” 

Mr Farwell is now plan¬ 
ning a full-size replica of the 
train, which he wants to dis¬ 
play at the end of the track in 
Stourbridge Town station. 

A father-of-five, he spends 
hours each day in his work¬ 
shop. He has also been a TV 
extra in shows such as Boon. 

He set up a business, Wiz¬ 
ard Merlyn’s Costume Hire 
in Church Street, Stour¬ 
bridge, in the 1980s. 

He also had a spell as a 
children’s entertainer at 
seaside resorts in the 1970s. 


Teenage

A YOUNG thug who repeat¬ 
edly punched a girl in the 
face and stole her bag after 
following her at night, has 
been locked up for two and a 
half years. 

Richard North followed 
the 17-year-old as she 
walked through Mary 
Stevens Park and into New 
Farm Road, Stourbridge on 
September 27, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard. 

The 19-year-old attacked 
the girl, punching her at 
least five times, said prose¬ 
cutor Paul Dhami. 

The victim also heard 
Kirsty Askin, the 18-year- 
old cousin of the attacker, 
laughing, the court heard. 

The pair and a 17-year-old 
youth, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, had been 
following the girl, said Mr 
Dhami. 

North, previously of Barn 
Close, Stourbridge but now 
of no fixed address, had com¬ 
mitted 21 previous offences. 

North, who admitted rob¬ 
bery, wept when sent to a 
young offenders’ institution. 

Askin of Russells Hall 
Road, Dudley who admitted 
watching the robbery and 
accepting make up taken in 
the crime, pleaded guilty to 
handling stolen property 
and was given a two year 
community order and three 
month curfew. 

The 17-year-old admitted 
assisting an offender and 
was given a youth rehabilita¬ 
tion order and a curfew.

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Scheme for 200 homes 
gets council's backing 


A SCHEME for more than 200 homes to be 
built as the next stage of a project to regen¬ 
erate a Dudley estate has received unani¬ 
mous backing from councillors. 


Proposals for stages two 
and three of works on the 
former North Priory estate 
were approved by the coun¬ 
cil’s development commit¬ 
tee. 

The meeting on December 
12 took just minutes to give 
its approval. 

The 214 properties will be 
a mixture of two, three and 
four bedroom homes and 
will also feature some two 
bedroom flats. 

The scheme forms part of 
a £37million project to rede¬ 
velop the estate between 
Birmingham New Road and 
Priory Road. 

Homes have already been 
constructed in the first 
phase. 

The properties will form a 
50-50 split between homes 
for sale and affordable 
houses to rent. 

The new homes will have 
the same external appear¬ 
ance as properties which 
have already been built at 
the site. 

Members of the planning 
committee were also told 
that an initial objection to 
the proposal from the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency had now 
been withdrawn. 

And developers Keepmoat 
Homes and Bromford Hous¬ 


ing are also set to apply to 
the secretary of state to 
divert a public right of way 
in the area to improve access 
around the site. 

The first residents have 
already moved into the first 
20 homes which were built 
there under the earlier 
phase. 

Committee member 
Councillor Colin Banks said: 
“This is the largest planning 
application that has come 
before this committee in a 
long time. 

“It can only be a good 
thing for the regeneration of 
Dudley.” 

Grant 

His comments were 
greeted with cries of 
approval from other com¬ 
mittee members and the 
scheme was unanimously 
agreed by members. 

Work on the £llm first 
phase of the 314-home proj¬ 
ect started last year. 

Construction followed a 
£5.5m grant from the 
Homes and Community 
Agency. 

Residents include a mix of 
newcomers to the area and 
people who used to live on 
the former North Priory 
estate.

Health fears over ponies

TWO underweight ponies were 
removed from a Dudley beauty 
spot by RSPCA officers following 
concerns over their welfare. 

Inspectors from the charity visited Fens 
Pool Nature Reserve, in Brier ley Hill, to 
carry out an assessment of the animals. 

A vet was called following concerns about 
two of the ponies which were underweight. 

Both were taken into possession by the 
police and removed by the charity to a 
private boarding facility for treatment. Offi¬ 
cials from the RSPCA said the owner of one 
of the ponies had been identified. 

The charity is trying to trace the owner of 
the second pony, a female chestnut mare, 
and has asked the public for help. 

Anyone with information is asked to call 
the RSPCA’s national cruelty and advice 
line on 0300 1234 999. 

Officials from the charity have been mon¬ 
itoring the park following concern over the 
welfare of horses there. 

Neck 

Talks are already under way with Dudley 
Council amid concerns that some of the 
animals could be suffering from “stran¬ 
gles” - abscesses in the neck. 

RSPCA Inspector Jackie Hickman, who 
carried out the assessment of the animals, 
said: “The mare is thought to be approxi¬ 
mately five years old. She was found on a 
long chain tether which had to be cut by the 
police. 

“I would also urge anyone locally who 
knows the owner of this pony to please get 
in touch. 

“Horses are moved around so you do not 
see the same animals every time you 
attend,” she added. 

“We are concerned about the risk of stran¬ 
gles in the area and urge horse owners to 
call out their vets if their animals become 
unwell. 

“Doing nothing, leaving their animal to 
suffer is simply not an option and could lead 
to prosecution.”

Alexander Fojan and brother George 
“grabbed everything they had” in 
Yugoslavia before heading to Britain in 
1948. They worked at the Jubilee Colliery in 
West Bromwich and mines in Cannock in 
exchange for asylum. 

Alexander married wife Joan in 1954 and 
the couple moved to Pedmore in 1959. 

A talented sportsman, he was a well- 
known face around the pubs of Stourbridge 
and beyond as a regular dominoes and darts 
player. Mrs Fojan said he would buy anyone 
a drink and was always first to put his hand 
in his pocket. “That’s just the way he was,” 
she said. “He worked hard and played hard. 

“He was just the most wonderful 
husband, father, grandfather and great¬ 
grandfather that anyone could ever wish for. 
He had a heart of gold and we will all miss 
him terribly.” 

Champion 

Mr Fojan, who also leaves three children, 
six grandchildren and five great-grandchil¬ 
dren, passed away peacefully at Russells 
Hall Hospital on December 1 after a long 
illness. 

A keen West Bromwich Albion fan who 
had trials with Stoke City, Mr Fojan was also 
one of the region’s top table-tennis players 
in his youth and was Smethwick League 
champion in 1955/56. 

Mrs Fojan, of Cherry Tree Court, 
Pedmore, said that despite her husband’s 
Yugoslavian heritage he was patriotic and 
became a British citizen in February 1993. 

After the mines and a spell on the rail¬ 
ways, Mr Fojan worked in die-cast industry 
foundries, including Deans in Stourbridge. 
His funeral took place at Stourbridge Cre¬ 
matorium on December 13, with the wake 
afterwards at The Hadcroft pub in Grange 
Lane, Stourbridge.

Orange and coal in your 
stocking if you're lucky 


Black Country Living Museum’s 
Fiona Carding looks at how the 
region’s families would have cele¬ 
brated Christmas in the 1900s. 

IF YOU’RE having to tighten your 
purse strings this Christmas then 
spare a thought for your great- 
grandparents who would have 
worked up until lunchtime on 
Christmas day and would have 
been lucky to find an orange and a 
piece of coal at the bottom of their 
stockings. 

Children were at the centre of 
the festive celebrations, as they are 
now, but festivities focused on food 
rather than giving presents. 

Many mothers started paying a 
penny a week into the sweet shop 
12 weeks before Christmas, 
putting aside sweets for children’s 
stockings. These would have 
included things like sugar mice 
and pigs, sugar fancies, sticks of 
rainbow rock and liquorice pipes.” 

Turkey and tinsel were off the

menu in a typical Black Country 
household and instead a plump 
cockerel, roast rabbit or pork would 
be the special meal of the day. 

Chicken or pork would be hung in 
front of the range oven fire and the 
dripping fat would be caught in a 
tray below. 

Some of the fat would be used for 
gravy and the rest would be saved 
for pastry making and to spread on 
bread for sandwiches. The meat 
would be served with homegrown 
potatoes and vegetables in season. 

The first preparations for Christ¬ 
mas would be the Christmas 
pudding which would be made on 
Stir-Up Sunday (the last Sunday of 
Advent). It would be made with 


plums, possibly a few sultanas, 
suet, eggs and spices like nutmeg 
and cinnamon. A spiced-up version 
of bread pudding was used as a 
cheap substitute for Christmas 
pudding. Families would put a six¬ 
pence (2.5p) or threepenny bit 
(1.5p) in the pudding for luck. 

Few working class families had a 
Christmas tree in the early 1900s. 
Instead decorations were made of 
holly or wooden hoops from butter 
barrels and trimmed with coloured 
paper. 

Christmas was far less commer¬ 
cial and more charitable too. Dona¬ 
tions from benevolent trusts 
ensured even the poorest weren’t 
forgotten. In 1904 Christmas in 
West Bromwich workhouse began 
with carols played on a gramo¬ 
phone and breakfast served in the 
decorated dining hall, followed by a 
Christmas Service conducted by 
the Chaplain.

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Plea for support in fight 
to save threatened home 


Campaigners have appealed for more res¬ 
idents’ support in their fight to save a clo¬ 
sure-threatened care home in Kingswinford. 

Dudley Council leader Councillor Les 
Jones has said the authority will look again 
at plans to shut New Bradley Hall, in Comp¬ 
ton Drive. 

But the protest group set up to fight the 
closure says this decision does not mean 
they have won their battle. 

Campaign leader Mac Scott MBE said it 
was critical that people continued with the 
fundraising drive to help the group’s legal 
battle to fight the planned closure through 
the courts. 

He added the thousands of residents who 
have so far signed petitions should get in 
touch with the council during the consulta¬ 


tion. He added: “We call upon the people of 
Dudley to make their vote count and to 
demand that any one standing will not get 
their vote until they make a commitment to 
keep New Bradley Hall open and allow inno¬ 
cent old people to live in the home that they 
love.” 

More than 5,000 people have objected to 
the council’s proposals to shut the home, 
along with three others, by 2014. 

The council will hold a consultation into 
its original decision to close the home under 
a shake up of adult social care in the bor¬ 
ough. 

Results from the consultation are 
expected to come back before cabinet next 
July. 


Libraries counting the cost 
of 200,000 overdue books 


MORE THAN 200,000 library books 
are still out in the Black Country and 
Staffordshire, with fines running into 
the tens of thousands of pounds. 

There are almost 100,000 books missing in 
Staffordshire, 57,820 in Sandwell and 33,348 in 
Dudley. A total of 27,155 are overdue in Walsall 
and 12,482 in Wolverhampton. In Dudley, 
£49,880.62 is owed in outstanding fines. The 
council fines people 15p a day for late returns up 
to a maximum of £4.35. 

One outstanding book is a Volvo owner’s man¬ 
ual, which should have been returned almost 


eight years ago in January 2004. Councillor 
Adrian Turner, cabinet member for housing, 
libraries and adult learning, said: “There are no 
plans to change the current process in Dudley. 

“In these difficult times we want to encourage 
people to use libraries as they are a great free 
resource and work with them to raise awareness 
of how easy it is to return or renew books and 
avoid fines.” 

Figures released under Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion Act show that of the 99,084 titles missing in 
Staffordshire, a total of 11,838 are from the Bur¬ 
ton library. 

The council fines people 18p a day for overdue 


books up to a maximum of £6.48. Pat Corfield, 
Staffordshire County Council’s cabinet member 
for communities and culture, said: “It’s disap¬ 
pointing there are so many books overdue but 
the most people are responsible.” 

Councillor Anthony Harris, Walsall Council’s 
cabinet member for leisure and culture, said 
most overdue books were returned within a cou¬ 
ple of days. “Of the remaining items most are 
returned after the customer receives the first 
reminder notice.” 

In Sandwell two customers have five books 
which were due back in 1993 including John 
Steinbeck’s The Pearl.

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Work to start soon on £tom 
link for tourist attractions 


WORK on a £10million town centre 
development that will link two popu¬ 
lar Dudley tourist attractions is to 
start in the new year. 

Ground work will begin next month on the 
project across 494 acres of land around the Castle 
Hill area of Dudley. 

The scheme will see a joint access created to 
Dudley Zoo, the Black Country Living Museum 
and Dudley Canal Trust from Tipton Road. 

In addition, a new arrival centre will be built 
among a number of other projects. 

A road will first be created to link the museum 
and zoo. 

Dudley’s regeneration chief, Councillor Angus 
Adams, said: “Building is likely to start over the 


next few weeks. We will do some work to clear the 
site and make it ready for building work to 
begin.” 

The plans to link Dudley Zoo and the Black 
Country Living Museum have been in the 
pipeline for years. 

But they were held back by nearby roadworks 
taking place at the Burnt Tree junction and the 
building of the new Tesco there. 

Funding 

With an agreement to provide £4.5m of Euro¬ 
pean funding secured, plans are being drawn up 
to start work on the link road. 

The road will run from near the former Trad¬ 
ing Post premises in Castle Hill to the back of the 
museum in nearby Tipton Road. 


It will also provide access to Dudley Canal 
Trust which is located at the back of the 
museum. 

The scheme also includes a large car park 
which would be shared by the assorted attrac¬ 
tions. 

The £10m scheme will see the creation of a new 
hotel and shopping precinct on vacant land next 
to the proposed site of the new Dudley Archives 
building. 

It is hoped that the project will pave the way 
for dozens of new businesses and turn the district 
into a tourism and leisure hub. 

The foundation of this hub will be created with 
the building of a shared arrival point and car 
park for visitors heading to the area’s three 
attractions. 


Borough bucks trend as 
jobless queues shorten 


DUDLEY and the Black Country is bucking 
the trend in the face of latest grim unem¬ 
ployment figures, which have revealed a 
record number of people out of work. 

Jobless queues fell slightly in the bor¬ 
ough. 

They were down by 95 in Dudley last 
month and numbers also fell in the neigh¬ 
bouring areas of Sandwell, Wolverhampton 
and Walsall. 

It comes as new figures reveal the coun¬ 
try’s total of people out of work rose by 
128,000 to 2.64million - a 17-year high. 

Across the West Midlands as a whole, 
unemployment was also on the rise, by 
4,000 to 243,000. 

The regional unemployment rate is now 
9.2 per cent, compared to a national average 
of 8.3 per cent. Nationwide, the jobless total 
is now worse than at any time since 1994. A 
series of grim figures delivered an additional 


pre-Christmas blow to the Government, 
with youth and female unemployment 
showing big rises and the number of people 
claiming jobseeker’s allowance increasing 
for the ninth month in a row. 

Unemployment among 16 to 24-year-olds 
increased by 54,000 to 1.03m, the highest 
since records began in 1992. 

The Office for National Statistics also 
reported that women’s unemployment 
increased by 45,000 to 1.1m. 

Latest bad news on the jobs front came 
when troubled tour operator Thomas Cook 
announced the closure of 200 stores and the 
shedding of more than 600 jobs over the 
next two years. The group has 1,300 
branches across the UK, including Dudley 
High Street and Merry Hill. 

However, supermarket Morrisons is to 
open 25 new stores next year, creating 7,000 
jobs.

£474,000 repairs are carried out. 

Both are due to reopen early in the new year once the 
work to replace the air handling units is carried out. 

Councillor David Stanley, cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and culture, said: “Work is progressing well at Crystal 
Leisure Centre and on schedule to be completed in January 
next year. 

“The old air handling units have been removed and the 
new ones are now being constructed on site. We apologise 
to people for the pools being out of action during this essen¬ 
tial work, but the rest of the centre is open as normal.”

McDermott enjoying life investing in youth 


DARREN McDermott marked a 
year that changed his life by 
opening his own amateur boxing 
club - but it wasn’t until he saw 
Gerald McClellan on television 
that he appreciated his luck. 

The former Midlands and 
English middleweight champion, 
who also challenged for the British 
and Commonwealth titles, saw his 
career come to a sad end in Sep¬ 
tember last year. 

McDermott was in training for a 
shot at the British super-mid¬ 
dleweight title against Paul Smith 
when a stray blow to the head from 
Nathan Cleverly, now a WBO 
world champion, left him in 


danger. Brain surgery saved his life 
but ended his career at 32, leaving 
a huge void that could only be filled 
by staying in the sport. 

Today, the 33-year-old is content 
again after opening his own 
amateur boxing club, Brooklands 
ABC, named after his house and 
run from his home gym in the back 
garden in Woodsetton, Sedgley. 

His first five fighters have been 
cleared and carded and the club 
already has ABA status, with 
McDermott regaining the amateur 
trainer’s licence he had from his 
days at Priory Park ABC.

“I kept touching it and looking 
in the mirror and there was 
nothing there, but it looked as if 
my eye was bleeding. To see him 


now and this is me, I have just got 
to thank my lucky stars.” 

Now the amateurs of Brook¬ 
lands ABC represent McDermott’s 
future in boxing. There’s no way 
he won’t look after his fighters - 
after all, the jewel in the crown is 
his younger brother, Jason. 

Cradley’s Jacob White and 
Wednesfield’s Dean Taylor, both 
16, will be in the ABA Juniors 
while Sedgley’s Jack Griffiths, also 
16, and Wolverhampton’s Ethan 
Collins, 14, are works in progress. 

McDermott said: “I am getting a 
buzz from watching these kids.
